a ruler from no less than fifteen pretenders 
to its vacant throne. It chose the King of Prussia, 
or Ha King of Prussia managed to get himself cho- 
soa by it. and. at the peace of Utrecht, the Euro- 
pean Power* duly recognized hi* exceedingly doubt- 
ful right and title to it. About the beginning of 
the present century, Prussia, amidst the remarka- 
ble moves which took place upon the political chess- 
board at that period, ceded Neufc hatel to Napoleon, 
who in turn transferred it to Marshal Berthier. Af- 
ter the abdication of Napoleon, in 1814. Neufchatel 
was retroceded to Prussia, and by the treaty of Vi- 
enna, in the following year, it was, without any 
prejudice to the rights of the King of Pruoia. made 
a canton of the Swiss Confederation, in which condi- 
tion it remained quietly, with the exception of a 
fruitless insurrection on the occasion of the July rev- 
olution of 1830, until 1848, when it formally de- 
clared its independence of Prussia, and adopted a 
republican form of government like that of its sister 
The King of Prank of course stormed 
effect. He invoked the

his "rights of sovereignty." but the parties 
le no response. They had absorbing 
ome. He finally succeeded in procuring 
the empty recognition of his title to Neufchatel by 
:.. MM. Powers in the London conference of 1852

That disturbance, as our readers probably know 
wi- the royalist revolt of last September, iu which 
i of the King of Prussia in the canton

Republic in the hope of re-esUblUhing the nominal 
dominion of the King. The hope proved a vain and 
foolish one, as the revolt was promptly subdued 
aad its ringleaders, many of whom are connecte< 
with influential families in Berlin, Pari,, Vienna, 
Ar.. were arrested and thrown into prison by the 
- government to await their trial for high trea 
son. The King of Prussia now demands the re- 
lease of these high-born traitors, and threatens, if his 
demand is not complied with, to prosecute his an 
cient rights to Neufchatel at all hazards. And the 
government of the Republic folds its arms with 
quiet dignity and tells him in Swiss vernacular to 
crack away. And this is the Neufchatel question 
Jt will be seen at a glance that the question pre 
me between the rights of 
in the law of nations and the 
ri rfats of governments as denned by the ar bitrary 
public Uw of Europe. Neufchatel, having asserted 
her independence of Prussia and maintained it un- 
disturbed for eight years, is, by the impartial law of 
nations, strictly as free from all civil connection 
with that Kingdom as any other canton of Switzer- 
land or any State in Europe. She is a constituent 
portion of the Swiss Confederacy and nothing more 
less. It i« a gross and utterly indefensible as- 
3 ption for the King of Prussia to seek thu« to 
control the administration of justice in a 
ing State, especially as the 
he interferes were avowedly 
t^k for his own behoof. It is 
nJ^utrous. It is without a shadow of justification. 
But the great powers, whose interposition he hat 
again invoked in his favor, are, as we hare seen, 
publicly committed to his chums, and are, therefore, 
logically bound to assist him in maintaining them, 
though in the face of plain right and internmtiona 
Fever, there is a logic of 
i than that of ideas, which will 



a different conclusion. The good offices of 
the great jiowers have been earnestly solicited, and 
they will certainly be granted, but nobody imagines 
that they will include either moral or material aid to 
the King of Prussia in re-conquering his spirited 
little ex-province. On the contrary, he will be as- 
sured, it is lsalieved, that the idea is an extra vagant 
and impracticable one, and advised to formally re- 
nounce his sovereignty over Neufchatel. on condition 
that the leaders of the late revolt shall l>e set at lib- 
erty—a condition which the Swiss Government will 
probably not hesitate to accept, and thus amicably 
terminate the question. At all events, the solution, 
whenever it is effected, promises to be entirely con- 
sistent with the sovereign rights of the Confederacy. 

Who does not admire the firmness and dignity aud 
heroic gallantry with which Switzerland bears her- 
self amidst the haughty despot* of Europe? We 
never think of her without exj>crieneing a thrill of 
lofty gratitude and pride. She is an honor to Chris- 
tendom, and ought to be its boast.

doeined U> be in danger. On his arrival at Virrin llae. he 
immediately threw up barricade* around the town, made 
from wocd cut for the use of the company's -"team. r«. 

After two and n half days righting. Walker abandoned 
Masaaya, hi* forces not beiug sufficient to take the place. 
He retired upon Granada. He I. ft on the Wi with his 
staff, for Virgin Bay; sending most of the sick, with the 
women and children, to the Island of Ometepe far aafetjr. 

Having determined to burn and destroy Granada, he left 
the 1st rides and 2d infantry to accomplish this purpose, and 
the result h;*d not been heard at Virgin Bay when the 
steamer left for San Juan del Sud. General Walker was 
anxiously awaiting recruits to attack Rivas. 

( in the 2&1 November, a most brilliant naval engagement 
took place between the N'icaraguan *chooner-of-war Gran- 
ada, of 70 ton*, carrying two six pound cannon and twenty- 
eight men, under C. J. Faywoux, Lt. commanding, and the 
Co-ta Kican irig-of-war 11th April, 214 tons, carryiug six 
nine pound cannon, with one hundred and fourteen men. 
all well armed, with Minie riflea, etc. Th*' engagement lasted 
over two hours, when a shot struck the brig in the -tern 
carrying it aw«y and causing her magazine to explode. 

Lieut. Fayasoux immediately sent off his boats to re-cue 
the sufferers, and succeeded in taking from the water and 
off the brig before she sunk forty-four persons, whom he 
brought into San Juan del Sud the following morning. 
Thirteen of them were horribly burnt, among whom were 
the captain, second mate. l"adre. and second lieutenant, aud 
not more than four of them will live. The balance of the 
pri-oners were sent b> order of General Walker to Virgin 
Bay, when, with a few exceptions, they were liberated. 
Too much prai-ie cannot be awarded to Fayasoux for his 
gallant achievement, aud the humanity displayed in his en- 
deavors to save life, regardless of securing the prize ere she 
sunk. Fayseoux lost two men and has three wounded. The 
Costa Rican brig had ninety riflemen onboard, with a large 
amount of clothing tor her army, provisions, and SyJj.ouo iu 
specie.

THIRTY-FOURTH COKGHGM— MOMTO SESSION. 
Wednesday's Proceedings Concluded. 

Washington, Dec. 17. 
.S'etkrf*. — After debate the bill passed. 
Mr. James gave notice of his intention to intro- 
duce a bill e-tablishing a navy-yard at Newport. 
Khode Island. 

Mr. Seward introduced a resolution, which was 
adopted, requesting the Secretory of the Navy to 
report respecting his diplomatic relations with Nica- 
ragua, and expressed an opinion that this Govern- 
ment had matte a mistake from beginning to end 
concering the Central American question. Wishing 
to refresh the recollections of the past, he spoke of 
the importance, as recited in the President's special 
sage of May last, of having a peaceful pu".ig- 
between the two oceans, to be secured by friendly 
relations with Nicaragua, and dwelt at length on the 
intestine troubles in Central America toshow Eng- 
land's agencv hi fomenting the existing warfare, she 
having supplied the Costa Kicaiv* with arms to l>e 
directed against Nicaragua; whose minister we had 
received. 

The English. Government had. always assumed a 
aright to control the fate of that count ry iu order 
to promote her own commercial and political pur- 
poses, lie insisted on the importance of having some 
settled understanding with Central America, U 
through, that country wc must have a transit to the 
Pacific to enjoy the rich trade of the East. He did 
not seek, to inculcate the idea of annexation, but that 
our country was destined to enlarge its domains he 
had no doubt. He should like to have our Govern- 
ment abandon the neutrality, as provided for by 
law, beyond Us proper interpretation. Cloud-. MHaV 
ed lowering over Walker, at whom the eyes of all 
the world are directed. No man had been more ma- 
ligned than Walker. He was no vulgar adventurer 
but endowed with all the elements which made the 
hero. If not a statesman, he was a young, bold, 
scholarly, self-sustaining tnaa. He went to Nicara- 
gua with ue vile purpose of plunder, backed by 
strong forces, but by the invitation of those who 
were lighting for f re dom and seeking to revive the 
fortunes of that republic. The President may have 
acted wisely in discontinuing diplomatic relation^ 
w ith Nicaragua, but Walker was at the head of the 
only legal power authorized to rule therein, and rep- 
resented net only the liberal feeling in that State, 
but what Is more important to us, was Ihe represen- 
tative and tvpe of our own nationality, and the in- 
it hy which our rights in future may be ad- 
vanced and secured. It was important in May last 
to recognize Walker's government because of the 
protection necessary to be afforded our citizens in 
that quarter. The subject is surely not less impor- 
tant now. 

Howe. — English characterised the debate which 
had been indulged in as a mere rehash of the stump 
speeches of the Presiuential canvas. It was not true, 
as charged by his colleague, Mr. Cumback, that the 
Democrats of Indiana, in the late election, pandered 
to the spirit of freesoilism. They fought the battle 
on the principles enumerated in the Cincinnati con- 
vention. No attempt was made by them to dodge 
the issue. They met it fairly and squarely. His 
colleague was the last raau who should have made 
that charge. Did he not know that in his own ranks 
there were not only freesoilers but the abolitiou par- 
ty proper and that the lowest and most God-forsak- 
ing negro advocates, including black Wm. Ander- 
son, who was recently arrested at Louisville as an 
aliolition emissary, was his (Cumback's) ally, and 
stumped a portion of Indiana, denouncing the Dem- 
ocratic party as pro-slavery? 

Cnmback — Do I understand my colleague as 
charging that Anderson stood by me in the canvas 
in my district? 

Mr. English — I say that that negro made Black 
Republican stump speeches at the same time that my 
competitor made speeches. 

Mr. Cumbach — I never saw him. 

Mr. English— Other negroes were sent out to meet 
Gov. Willard, the latter cauvassing on broad nation- 
al grounds. 

Mr. Colfax — I heard something about this Ander- 
son, namely: That he was sent to Elkhardt county 
to make Republican speeches; that the Republican 
Central Committee repudiated him, and charged that 
he had been hired by their political opponents for 
this purpose. Does not my colleague know that this 
is a matter of public notoriety? f Laughter.]

He first, 
h..wever, attempted to show that the constitution of 
the United States never deigned to consider black 
men as citizens. It maintains throughout that man 
can have pjoperty in man, ami so sacred is this des- 
cription of property that the constitution pledges the 
km • ti the United States to protect it. The State 
of Illinois cannot legislate on this or any other sub- 
ject for the citizens of Missouri. 

Inspecting the Missouri compromise, he contend- 
ed that if Congress has power to prohibit slavery, it 
has, by implication, the power to establish it irre- 
>pee;ive of the consent of the people of the territo- 
ry then or hereafter. At the time the Missouri 
< Mipruiniv; was adopted it was intended to settle 
" ii.it was then considered a condition of things fatal 
to the Union utile s settled. Put what gives power 
to prohibit it? In th" tir>t place, no power exists to 
prohibit ex< f>t in time legislature. The President 
li.is it no:. Th- .Lflieiarv have it not. Th» people 
have it not. What power has Congress? It is a 
ImhIv of legislators repeseuting the people for all 
purposes of legist ion to the. extent of the pow-- 
conferred by the Constitution. It had beeu assumed 
l>y some that a power granted by the Constitution 
was applicable to the principle ' of domestic sen i- 
tude. This assumed, it follows that the whole sub- 
jet is in the grasp of legislative power. Slaverv 
existed in most of the States at the time of the 
adoption of the Constitution and promises to do so 
in some of them throughout all time, lt may be 
that the continuance of the prosperous condition of a 
country like ours depends more or less upon thi^ in- 
stitution. If the power is granted to Congress it 
exists in the section of the Constitution authorizing 
any acquisition of territory by conquest, or by trea- 
ty, and afterwards by the power to dispose of or 
regulate it; it. was not iutended that the territory 
thus acquired should be manage in any other way 
than Is expressly provided, nor would it follow that 
if the existing territorial laws were not a negative 
of the piwer of Congress to govern that territory, 
that the pow er given would not be subject to certain 
limitations. If there is such general, sweeping au- 
thority to legislate? Congress might as well be con- 
tented to grasp every legislative power: but the re- 
sult of such unlimited power would be to brinsc 
about ti state of things inconsistent with the founda- 
tion of our institutions. Chancellor Kent tells us — 
"if. therefore, the Government of the United States 
carry into execution a project for colonizing the val- 
ley of the Columbia river, it would afford reasons 
for grave considerations as to the destiny of that 
country a long time liefore it is erected into States."' 
And upon that doctrine the laws of Congress, an I 
even upou the judicial decisions of the Supreme 
Court, the color/ies will be in a state of as complete 
subordination aiul as dependent upon tltn will of Con- 
gress as we would have l>een if Parliament bad suc- 
ceeded in bringing us to its will. Such was uot con- 
genial w ith republican institutions. 

Mr. Johnson made quite a lengthy sheech. He 
inquired, how came Congress u>pasa the compromise 
of 1820? It was nothing but a division for the set- 
tlement of a territorial dispute. 

The South contented herself, being satisfied u 
slavery was permitted to go to the line. It was a 
compromise mi principle necessary for the existence 
of am UakaV It was a compromise of each section 
rather than <-xch adhering to its idea and periling the 
existence of the Union on which the world looked 
with SJaUtMai, aud was not designed as anv au- 
thority for the action of the Courts of Justice. * Mr.

Salt on the Kanawha River.— One of the ed- 
itors of the Charlotteville (Va.,) Republican has 
recently made a trip among the Kanawha salt wells 
and coal mines and obtained the following fact .i con- 
cerning them: 

We have made ■SUM inquiries iuto the statistics of the 
salt and coal business of Kanawliu and will ?ive our readers 
t mere outline of the facts. There are iu the Kanawha 
Valley, eo —K-ue hu about five miles above Charleston and 
extending some twenty miles up the river, eonie eighty or a 
hundred salt wells. The quantity of salt annually made is, 
about two millions and a quarter of bushels. The salt busi- 
ness is and lias been for some years under the control of a 
joint stock company. This company, for the purpoae of 
limitiiis the supply of salt and in order to prevent ruinous 
competition in the sales of salt, have rented many well* 
which thee throw idle, and have contracted to purchase the 
salt made'by individual cnterpriae at a fixed price, 16 cents 
a bushel. The same company is generally the purchaser of 
all salt manufactured near Pomeroy, Ohio. For all pur- 
poses connected with the curing of bacon and beef, the Kan- 
awha is worth vastly more than any salt in our markets. 
The salt of the New York wells is a strong competitor in the 
Western markets. Vast quantities of money have been 
made In the business In this county; but, owing to the great 
fluctuations of the market, the hazards of navigation, and 
the cost of ojieration, very few have left the butduetu in as 
prosperous condition as they entered. 

The coal wealth of Kanawha is beyond all confutation. 
In extent of mines, in variety of kinds, and in favorable 
locations for mining and transportation, there are no coal 
mines in the Union equal to them. The coal fields are 
principally owned by wealthy New York and English com- 
panies who are willing to expend vast sums of money in de- 
veloping their resources. The be=t specimens of Oannel 
and bituminous coal arc to be found upon Coal and Elk 
rivers. Knowing the deep interest which these coal com- 
panies—some 16 or 20 in number -have iu this section, one 
Is not therefore surprised to meet on the streets of Charles- 
ton or on the banks of the Kanawha the many intelligent 
and fine looking men from New York and England, whom 
we have met with during our stay here. The salaries paid 
the agents of these companiesaverage about $r,,tm per an- 
num, thus securing the best geological and raining talent 
for the control of the affairs of the respective companies.
